Mail. R oihierv.— A curious case.— The 
New York Herald reports the arrest and 
arrival in that city ot William 11. AVisner, 
clerk in the post ofliec at Point Jam s, 
charged with having purloined from the 
mail letters cont titling draft» and other 
valuable enclosure». 
He was to be exam­ 
ined on Saturday. 
" We understand that his operations, if 
guilty, have been going on for some time 1 
on rather an extensive scale, and according 
to a plan which induces the belief that lie 
may nave had one or more accomplices.— 
T he mode of proceeding has been some­ 
thing like this. 
Quite a number of letters, 
purporting to come from anonymous cor­ 
respondents, and containing various sums 
of money in bank notes have been received 
at the post oflice at I nioiivilie, directed to j 
Col. John C. Wisner, the father of the 
young man above named, the inside ad-; 
drew* being t<* young Winner. 
The letters 
were mostly from a distance, according to 
the dates and hills accompanying them, 
and in a hand writing (no two being very 
similar, however, which was quite difficult 
to dccypher. 
The circumstance was con­ 
sidered very strange by Colonel Wisner, 
who, by the wav, i> represented asa highly 
respectable and somewhat wealthy citizen, 
but still having entire confidence in the 
honesty of his son, lie received the money 
as often as it came, made no secret of its 
receipt, ami invested it hi a safe and con­ 
venient manner for William’s benefit. The 
sums lie has received, in this way, have 
amounted in all to about twelve hundred 
dollars. 
A few weeks since the |H»*t of­ 
fice department received notice from the 
postmaster of this ritv that a draft tor about

Point Jarvis. 
The draft not being endors­ 
ed by the payees, the Newburgh Rank dc- 
elined to remit the money. 
At tins stage 
of the case the post office department des­ 
patched a special agent, Mr. Holbrook, for 
the purpose of solving the mystery 
and 
arresting the depredator, it possible. It was 
toon discovered that the handwriting in tin 
letter enclosing the draft to the 11 nk of 
New burg, was somewhat similar to that of 
the Port Jarvis clerk

result of which was thought to fully jtistifv 
an arrest. 
It will probably turn out that all 
the remittances of mom y to Col. AN isner, 
from an unknown source, were from voung 
AV istier, and were mailed at Point Jarvis, 
the money having been abstracted from 
letters passing through that office at dif­ 
ferent times.
